Beats Southern Cooking

When I was a little girl we travel- 
ed a great deal and I can remember 
my Mother saying that no matter 
where we went she could never find 
the thing that place was famous for. 
In Leghorn they had never heard of 
a leghorn hat, in Brussells they did 
not walk on Brussells carpet all the 
time nor eat Brussells sprouts very 
much. In Battenburg hardly anyone 
was dressed in Battenburg lace, and 
so on.
